WASHINGTON, July 12.—Senator William Lorimer of Mi- 
nois dramatically continued his appeal to the Senate today to up- 
hold his right to his seat. With bitterness of speech and intense 
gestures, he assailed those who have fought him and denied 
charges that his election was accomplished by bribery of legislators,

pawnshop to redeem a suitcase and was 
arrested by detectives who had been 
watching for him. 

His arrest was at the demeniotes of 
Mrs. Laura Niebaum, 2809 Shenandoah 
avenue, who accused Driscoll of steal- 
ing a mesh bag valued at $12 from her 
home while he was there as a dinner 
guest. Driscoll had been attentive to 
Mass Laura Schilling, who lives in the 
Niebaum. home.

Dr. Robt. E. Wilson Shows Court 
How H. M. Pflager’s Machine 
Took Off Wheel. 








To show Justice Kruger how an auto- 
mobile collision occurred, Dr. Robert E. 
Wilson of 4259 Lindell boulevard ran 
two toy autos on the Justice’s desk Fri- 
day. The novel exhibit was a part of 
Dr. Wilson’s testimony in his suit for 
$499.01 Harry M. 
Pflager of 5403 Maple avenue, vice-pres- 
ident of the Commonwealth Steel Co. 
‘“‘My car was standing in front of 4559 
Washington boulevard, like this,” said 
Dr. Wilson, as he placed one of the 
gaudy tin miniatures in front of Justice 
Kruger. 

“Then Pflager’s car came along like 
this,’’ and he started the other toy with 
his other hand. “And just as I was 
turning into the road.to start, like this, 
he ran into me like this, and knocked 
off one of my rear wheels, like this.”’ 


Wheel of Doctor’s Car Comes Off. 


As he said this, the plaintiff guided 
the two cars into collision, and. sure 
enough, the wheel of the doctor’s 
car came off. He had loosened it 
beforehand, to make sure that this 
part of the demonstration should 
proceed properly. 

After viewing the toy smashup and 

hearing the evidence of both sides, Jus- 
tice Kruger rendered’a judgment for 
$297.01 in favor of Dr. Wilson.

OF MRS, ASIMONT’S 
HEART AILMENT 


Daughter Tells Coroner Oculist 
Owen Treated Mother a Month 
for Cardiac Trouble. 








Less than half an hour after a ver- 
dict of accidental death from asphyxi- 
ation. by nitrous oxide, with fatty de- 
generation of the heart as a contributory 
cause, had been returned in the case 
of Mrs. Katherine Asimont, who died 
Wednesday in the office of Dr. William 
C. Owen, Metropolitan Building, while 
under the influence of the “laughing 
gas’’ anesthetic, the inquest. suddenly 
was reopened on evidence supplied by 
Miss Clara Asimont, 18-year-old daugh- 
ter of the dead woman, Friday. 


Treated Mother for Heart. 
Miss Asimont told Deputy Coroner 


Carriere that’ Dr. Owen had treated her 
mother all winter for'a weak heart, and 
that the operation, during which she 
died, had been postponed a month be- 
cause the physician feared her heart 
would not ‘stand the anesthetic. 

Mrs. Asimont died while Dr. I. Ross 
Clark of 3830 Olive’ street was adminis- 
tering the anesthetic, and Dr. Owen was 
operating for the removal of an arti- 
ficial eye, around which the membranes 
of the eye socket had become firmly set. 

“n the verdict returned neither of the 
shysicians is blamed nor accused of 
negligence: in any respect. Autopsy 
Physician Meinhard reported that Mrs. 
Asimont weighed 270 pounds or more 
and suffered from fatty dégeneration 
of the heart in an acute stage. 


Doctors Ask for Autopsy. 
The inquest was begun Thursday and 


was adjourned .when Drs. Clark and 
Owen asked for an autopsy. Dr. Clark 
had testified that “laughing gas,’’ with- 
out a contributory cause, never had 
killed a patient,’ so far as the records 
show, but Dr. Fred Woodruff, who 
helped in the effort to revive Mrs. Asi- 
mont, declared onthe witness stand 
fhat a physician never administers ni- 
trous oxide without endangering the 
patient. 

Miss Asimont said she went to the 
Coroner’s office at the suggestion of 
Police Sergeant McCormick, after he had 
learned, in making a report of the case, 
that Dr. Owen had treated Mrs. Asi- 
mont for a heart weakness, 

She testified that Dr. Owen treats all 
kinds of diseases, aJthough he special- 
izes on ailments of the eyes. She said 
he knew her mother’s heart was serious- 
ly affected, and that she often had tak. 
en prescriptions for heart remedies to a 
drug store to be filled. i 

This testimony caused Dr. Carriere to 
reopen the inquest and have subpenas 
issued for Doctors. Clark.and Owen. The 
hearing will bas resumed Saturday.

He launched 
more into an attatk on Col. Roosevelt 
and characterized as “inaccurate and 
unreliable’ the report of the minority 
members of the committee which in 
vestigated his election. 

Well filled galleries and an attentive 
audience of Senators and House menmi- 
bers heard Lorimer. Dramafic ges- 
tures again characterized his delivery 
as he strode. back and forth in the 
center aisle of the Senate Chamber. 

Cites Cortelyou’s Testimony. 

The attack on Col. Roosevelt, with 
which he opened his speech, was.baseti 
on testimony given by George B. Cor- 
telyou yesterday before a Senate com- 
mittee regarding the $1,900,000 cain- 
paign fund raised for the Republican 
presidential campaign in 1904. Lorimer 
referred to Col. Roosevelt as the ‘‘cus- 
todian of all the morals of the country, 
private and public.”’ 

“Of course,” he exclaimed, “not a 
cent of that $1,900,000 could have 
been contributed by the predatory 
wealth of the country. Surely all of 
it was the free gift of the common 
people for whom this man is the 
great champion. No matiefactor con- 
tributed to that fund—only the com- 
mon people, of whom le was the 
guardian.” 

The letter from President Taft to 
Col. Roosevelt expressing the hope that 
Lorimer would be ousted, which became 
public in the. preconvention campaign, 
was taken up again by Lorimer. He 
drew attention to President Taft's 
phrase emphasizing the ‘necessity of 
winning.” He declared his enemies had 
tried to win “not by a free and fair 
fight, but by sneaking up behind like a 
thief in the night.” 

‘‘Was ever mortal man ever more com- 
pletely surrounded by connpiracy and 
intrigue?” exclaimed Lorimer dramatic- 
ally. “The President of the United 
States, William H. Taft; Theodore 
Roosevelt, the ex-President’ a former 
Democratic candidate for the presiden- 
cy, William J. Bryan, and the’ trust 
press of the country, all were in it—all 
joined in the conspiracy to polson the 
minds of the citizenship in order that 
one man might be destroyed tec satisfy 
the malice of the most corrupt set of 
newspaper owners known to the history 
of the country. 

Calls Inquiry Subterfuge. 

Lorimer maintained that the Helm 
committee of the [Illinois Legislature 
was a subterfuge to bring about a 
second inquiry by the United States 
Senate. He contended the Helm in- 
quiry had not been conducted by Iili- 
nois legislators, but the “Editor Kohl- 
saat—the priestly Kohisaat—John J. 
Hea'y, and the Hearst newspapers.” He 
declared the hearing had been neither 
impartial nor thorough, and asserted it 
was conducted only to bring the mat- 
ter into the Senate again in order that 
it might be tried by a new set of 
judges.

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SOMMERICH DEFENDS BILL 








FOR OPPOSITION 10 
KINLEY SWITCH 


Those Favoring Measure at Heat- 
ed House Session Say Monop- 
oly Is Mysterious Foe. 


| 
Gallagher Leads Opposition and 


He and Others Challenge 
Search of Their Records. 


Following charges and cross-charges 
by members of the House of Delegates 
that the stuSborn opposition to the Mc- 
Kinley Line switch bill is due to Term- 
inal influence, an effort probably will 
be made Friday in the House to recon- 


sider the vote by which the measure 
was laid over Thursday until the next 
session. It is possible to pass the bill 
as amended in both the House and 
Council at Friday’s meeting, if it is re- 
considered, and send it to the Mayor 
for his signature. The Municipal As- 
sembly will adjourn Friday night until 
Sept. 20. 

The bill was delayed Thursday by a 
ycte of 13 to 11 in a meeting in which 
Delegate James J. (“‘Jiggers’’) Gallagher 
played the star part as leader of the 
opposition to the measure. Gallagher, 
coatless and excited, declared on the 
floor of the House that the bill was 
“full of jokers and airholes.’”’ He 
shouted that the bill was so loosely con- 
structed that any diver from a swim- 
ming school could dive through it,’’ or 
that “an elephant could walk through 
— 

Gallagher's statement caused Speaker 
Sommerich to hand the gavel to Dele- 
gate Bigel and walk to the floor to 
speak in favor of the bill. As the dele- 
gates gathered around the Speaker, he 
declared: 

‘This bill is causing much talk. The 
measure is airtight and steamtight. 
There is not a boiler maker in this city 
that could tear a leak in the bill, as 
far as protecting the interests of St. 
Louis is concerned.”’ 

Says Terminal Is Behind Fight. 

Sommerich then charged that the Ter- 
minal is behind the opposition to the 
pending bill in an effort to stifle com- 
petition by preventing the McKinley sys- 
tem from hauling freight to St. Louis 
without a “bridge arbitrary.’’ 

“The Terminal Railroad Association is 
not the most beloved institution in St. 
Louis,” he declared. ‘‘Here is the Mc- 
Kinley line,.a competing system, asking 
minor rival concessions, and we find a 
mysterious opposition to the Dill. It 
seems to be a big fight against a small 
spur track. This stubborn opposition 
means that there is something else back 
of it, and that the opposition is against 
the best interests of the city.” 

Delegate Lahiv got the floor as soon 
as Sommerich concluded and shouted: 

“T have never seen so much opposi- 
tion suddenly spring up as there is to 
this bill. I would like to know who in- 
spires this effort to defeat the Dill. If 
the McKinley line is given this switch 
it can cripple the Terminal to a large 
extent by hauling freight into St. Louis 
without a bridge arbitrary. Now who 
do you think is behind the opposition?” 

Gallagher walked hurriedly toward the 
rostrum and demanded to speak as a 
personal privilege to answer Sommerich. 
He shook his fist at Sommerich and 
shouted: 

‘You referred to the members of the 
committee as lawyers and able men, ex- 
cept the boiler maker. I want to tell 
you that I never went to school but 
three months in my life, and have been 
a boiler maker most of my time. I re- 
member when a boiler maker once over- 
ruled this House and the Council and 
the city government and was sustained 
by the Supreme Court.” 

He .did not explain who this boiler 
maker was. 

Sommerich and other members as- 
sured Gallagher that he misunderstood 
the remarks of Sommerich and that no 
reflection had been direct-i at him. 

Debate Becomes Warm. 

“Well, I am against this bill and I 
vote honestly,’’ Gallagher said as he 
returned to his seat. 

Delegate Becker warmed up to the de- 
bate at this point and said heatedly: 

“1 vote intelligently and honestly, and 
I am going to vote against this bill. I 
am willing to compare my record with 
that of anybody in this House.’’ 

Several -members were on their feet 
immediately declaring their intention 
to vote as honestly as anyone else and 
offered to compare records with all- 
comers. 

Delegate McCarthy approved Galla- 
gher’s motion to delay the passage of‘ 
the bill so that he could offer an 
amendment prohibiting the hauling of 
the city garbage from the dumping sta- 
tion at Chouteau avenue to the Mc- 
Kinley bridge. McCarthy declared that 
the bill in its present shape would 
legalize the hauling of garbage by the 
McKialey line in violation of its origi- 
nal franchise as an electric passenger 
and express line. 

The vote to lay the bill over follows:

The Gov- 
ernor said he intended, for one thing, 
to scrutinize closely the campaign con- 
tributions and keep tally of the expen- 
ditures. ie 

There has been a growing stream of 
contributions emptying into the Gov- 
ernor’s office daily in amounts of $1 to 
$200, with $25 perhaps a fair average. 

Col. Martin Brings Gavel. 

Col. John I. Martin, sergeant-at-arms 
of the Baltimore convention, brought 
as a present the gavel with which the 
convention was opened and closed. The 
Governor gripped it firmly stad tapped 
the rail of his porch. 

“So that’s the gavel that did the busi- 
ness, is it?’’ he asked.

J. ScNmitz and J. C. Karel, both of 
Milwaukee, were nominated for Gov- 
ernor by the State Democratic con- 
vention and both names will go on 
the primary ballot in September. 
Karel’s vote was 393, while 375 dele- 
gates supported Schmitz. The re- 
mainder of the 836 delegates were 
absent.

New Conditions Demand, He 
Says, That Strenuous Fight 
for Estates Cease. 


Footracing and automobile racing by 
the Public Administrator for the con- 
trol of estates can be stopped, Attorney 
Percy Werner told fhe City Club in a 
luncheon address Friday, by changes in 
the law governing the Administrator’s 
office. 


The true function of the office, Wer- 
ner declared; will best be served by 
new rules keeping its incumbent within 
the following bounds: 

1. Taking immediate charge only 
where the decedent's property is ac- 
tually exposed to loss, and then upon 
statement of ré@asons therefor ad- 
dregsed to the court. 

2. Where no such necessity extend, 
waiting a reasonable time, say #% 
days, for interested parties or their 
appointees to appear and apply. 

3. At any time after taking charge, 
at the request of any interested 
party or his appointee, and with the 
approval of the Court, resigning in 
his favor, thé Court making appro- 
priate allowance for services render- 
ed, and for expense, 

Besides enacting these provisions, 
Werner said, the Legislature should fix 
a maximum allowance of fees, gind 
should then make the office appointive, 
as it was formerly.

Twq Sets of Petitions for Nam- 
ing of Commission, One Dated 
1913, Other 1914. 


Shecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 12.—The sin- 
gle tax advocates likely have lost one 
of the propositions they desired to sub- 
mit as a constitutional amendment next 


November. It relates to the appoint- 
ment of a single tax commission of 
three members by the Governor. 

The Secretary of State has verified the 
signatures on the petitions to submit 
the single tax amendments, which make 
provision for exempting all personal 
property, save that owned by public 
service corporations, from taxation, and 
also on the second proposition, which 
provides for a commission to put the 
first amendment in force. 

There are ample verified signatures 
to the single-tax proposition itself to 
comply with all the provisions of the 
initiative and referendum law. 

Two Sets Circulated. 

Two sets of petitions were circulated 
to submit the tax 
ment. One provides for the appoint- 
ment of the commission in 1913 and the 
other in 1914. The first-named petitions 
were circulated in the First, Second, 
Fourth, Fifth, Seventh, Tenth, FElev- 
enth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth and Fif- 
teenth Congressional districts, and con- 
tain enough names to validate the 
proposition in all save tne Second and 
Fourth districts. 

It is thought some one blundered in 
permitting the two sets of petitions for 
the same object to be circulated. The 
Secretary of State is of the opinion 
that the mistake cannot now be recti- 
fied. Both sets of petitions are short 
and only by adding them would it be 
posible to get the requisite number of 
signatures in 11 congressional districts. 

Asks for Conference, 

The secretary does not believe that he 
has any authority to do this, since one 
provides for the appointment of a com- 
mission in 1913 and the other in 1914.

Twenty-two persons lost their lives in 
1272 automobile accidents in St. Louis 
in 1911, according to a table compiled 
by the police and made public Friday, 
The number of accidents is 72 more than 
double that for 1910. 

The police say the increased number 
of accidents last year is due to the in- 
creased number of cars in use and to 
the laxity of laws regulating the opera- 
tion of machines. 

The total number of autos in use is 
not obtainable. The City License Clerk 
has issued 5769 auto licenses since the 
first of the year.

furbishing up his knowledge of chemis- 
try. against. the opening of his pharma- 


| ceutical. studies. 


His grandfather, uncle, brother and 
one sister are all physicians back home. 
Ali Selim wished to become a physician, 
too, but after thinking the matter over 
decided to become pharmacist instead. 
As he is almost sure of the family pat- 
ronage when he opens his Cairo drug 
store, the decision of Ali Selim bears 
out the stranger’s first impression that 
he is a very bright young man. 

Weuld Organize Students. 

He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday that he expects to organize 
the Egyptian students at present in 
the United. States into a movement 
backed, he says, by thousands of stu- 
dents at home, which he hopes ultimate- 
ly will free- Egypt of English domina- 
tion.. The revolution which the students 
pray for, he explains, is not to be one 
of arms, but one of education. 

“Our plan is continually to preach 
freedom in public places, in the news- 
papers, in the tribunals and councils 
both of Egypt and of England,” he said.

One of the most striking social differ- 
ences between his native country and 
America, Ali Selim finds, is in the mar- 
riage customs. He frankly admits he 
thinks those of his native land are bet- 
ter, because, he says, marriages there 
almost invariably turn out happily. 

A young Man never sees his flancee’s 
face before they are married, he ex- 
plains. Instead, he sends his mother or 
sister or some other woman relative 
to talk to her. On the report that is 
brought back to him he makes his 
choice. Ali Selim adds that beauty is 
not particularly considered in such 
matches.

By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 12.—The protest 


of the British Government against ex- 
emption from tolls being granted A™mer- 
ican coastwise vesseJs passing through 
the Panama has fallen on deaf ears, 
both in the State Department and Con- 
gress. That the regulation of tolls as 


a matter with which Congress alone 
can deal is the general opinion held by 
officials and legislators. 

Little attention will be given the pro- 
test except by -those who are sticklers 
for treaty observance and comity be- 
tween nations. 

When simmered down the protest 
merely suggests that the free passage 
of American vessels through the canal 
would be contravening the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty. It is further stipulated that 
the remission of charges, after collec- 
tion, would be regarded in the same 
light as exemption. 

Knox Not to Interfere. 

Despite the request of the British Gov- 
ernment that. further action by Con- 
gress on the Panama Canal bill be post- 
poned until Great Britain can present 
a statement of its views of that legisla- 
tion before the State Department, Sec- 
retary of State Knox has no intention 
of making any suggestion to the Senate 
bearing on the proposition. 

Action at this session of Congress is 
pronounced imperative, in order that 
shippers and vessel owners may pre- 
pare for the new conditions that must 
prevail two years hence. The bill pend- 
ing in the Senate has already passed 
the House and been favorably reported 
from the Committee on  Interoceanic 
Canals. 

There is certain to be protracted de- 
bate on the canal tolls .bill. Wide di- 
versity of opinion exists as to the best 
method of arranging the perplexing 
matter. A majority in the Senate favors 
excepting American vessels engaged in 
the coastwise trade from the payment 
of tolls. It is believed this faction will 
win when a final vote is reached. 

The protest from the British Govern- 
ment is. directly in line with the at- 
titude assumed by the House Commit- 
tee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce, that reported the canal bill in 
that body.. This committee heid there 
should be no exemption in favor of 
coastwise vessels, and no provision was 
added to that. effect. The feature to 
which objection is now made was in- 
corporated in the Senate Committee on 
Interéceanic Canals. 

Senators in Opposition. 

Senator Brandegee, chairman of the 
committee, opposed this plan, but was 
outvoted. Senator Root is strongly op- 
posed to the exemption of coastwise 
vessels and Senator Burton, also a 
member of the committee on Foreign 
Relations, takes the same view. 

One of the provisions in the bill 
would make it impossible for Canadian 
railroad ships to pass through the cana] 
if they engage in coastwise trade. 


DELAY SURPRISE 
TO ENGLISHMEN 


Supposed Protest Against Canal 
Bill Had Been Made 


Long Ago. 

LONDON, July 12.—Surprise has been 
caused here by the news that notice 
has only now been served on the State 
Department at Washington that the 
imperial government is forwarding a pro- 
test against the passing of the Panama 
Canal bill in its’ present form. 

British newspapers have objected in 
the strongest terms to that part of the 
bill which exempts American coastwise 
vessels from paying tolls and it was 
supposéd that, representations on the 
subject had already been made, as that 
clause has been considered here a vio- 
lation of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 
‘THe Foreign’ Office declines to make 
any statement until its dispatch reaches 
.| Washington, but.it is understood‘ that 
:}Canadian Premier Borden has pressed 
the imperial government to protest im- 
mediately in the interest of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway against the clause pro- 
hibiting ratilroad-owned ships engaged 
th the United States coastwise trade 
from using the canal. In the present 
conditions, when both the English par- 
ties are vieing in their professions of at- 
tachment to Canada, there is no doubt 
that the governmenf would be unani- 
mously backed in the House of Com- 
mons in protecting Canadian interests, 
and it is hoped that Washington would 
be prepared to lend a favorable ear to 
représentations made from here.

Empire-Is Asked to ‘Wake Up” 
in Time for Berlin Games 
of -1916. 


LONDON, July 12.—The English news- 
Papers devote comparatively small atten- 
tion to the Olympic games, and the pup- 
lic generally appears to be not greatly 
interested. 

Disappointment at England's poor show- 
ing. however, is reflected in an article 
contributed to the Daily Mail today by 
Beach Thomas, ex-president of the Ox- 
ford University Athletic Club, who round- 
ly complains that while he finds America’s 
“found and made athletes,”” unparalleled 
since the day of Pheidippides, and that 
the Swedes, Danes and Finns have organ- 
ized gymnastics on a scale surpassing 
classical Greece, Great Britain has not 
even made a move for victory. 

He declares that the British team did 
not train to win. did not run to win and 
was not organized to win, and, after a 
comparison of the lax British methods 
with the splendid organization training 
and discipline of the Americans and 
Scandinavians, says: 

“We lost because we desired to lose.’’ 

The Daily Mail.,in an editorial on the 
Olympic, while protesting against Amert- 
can newspapers representing Great 
Britain as decadent, as being absurd and 
unjust, confesses that “if we are not to 
Gisgrace ourselves at the next Olympic 
at Berlin, the British Olympic committee 
will do wel] to ponder the King’s famous 
wcrds, ‘Wake up, England!" .

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ANKEE athletes continued harvesting their crop of laurels 
at the Olympic games today. All three places in the final 
of the 110-meter race were won by Americans; a Univer- 


sity of Vermont man captured the broad jump and nine wearers 
of the starry shield qualified for the semi-finals in the 400-meter 


race. 
Incidentadlly, Americans broke two 


records—one of them twice. In the 400- 
meter race James Meredith, the Mer- 


cersburg schoolboy, paced by the vet- 
eran Melvin Sheppard, wore down the 
old Olympic mark of 48s. a few minutes 
after Charles Reidpath of Syracuse Uni- 
versity had broken the same record by 
running the distance in 487-10s. 

In ‘the running broad jump Albert L. 
Gutterson, the Vermont leaper, with a 
jump of 7 meters 60 centimeters (24 feet 
11 inches anda fraction), beat the pre- 
vious Olympic record of 2% ft. 6% in. 

The discus event was something of a 
disappointment for the American team, 
which met a powerful opponent in the 
Finn, A. H. Taipale, but they made 
hint break a world’s record with a 
throw of 148 ft. 1% in. to get first place. 
‘Two of the United States team, H. L. 
Byard and James H. Duncan were sec- 
omd ‘and third, respectively, both break- 
ing - the old record. 


Duncan, prior to his departure for the 
Olympic games, had thrown the missile 
over. 145 feet for a world’s record. To- 

s cast, however, was the best 
- Olympic throw ever made and beats by 
10 feet the former record held by Martin 
Sheridan.

Automobile Sprinkler Cools Streets

A new automobile sprinkling cart, said 
to be the first of its kind in America, 
was put into actual service by the Wii- 
liam R. Bush Construction Co. Friday 
and is laying the dust on streets be- 
tween Grand avenue and the city limits, 
Arsenal werent and a road. 





The truck was received Wednesday: 
After inspection by Street Commissioner 
Travilla and President Reber of the 
Board of Public Improvements, it was 
put into commission in the district the 
Bush concern is under contract té keep 
clean. 

The truck has a huge cylindrical steel 
tank with a capacity of 1400 gallons. It 
can be operated at a speed of 15 miles 
an hour and will do the work of five of 
the old-faghioned horse-drawn carts.

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A JAPANESE WIFE 
MANAGES HER SERVANTS.

ERVANTS are not expensive in 
Japan and almost any family can 
afford to keep one or two. A 
good cook or maid can be had for 

from $2.80 to $% a month, 

There is no servant problem in Japan. 
The Japanese servants are not looked 
upon as hired help, but they are fre- 
garded as members of the family, and 
receive almost as much. consideration 


as do the members. The mistress takes 


her cooks and maids to theaters and 
other places of amusement together, 
with her guests and daughters. And 
in case of young servant giris they are 
very often sent to night schools by their 
mistresses at the latter’s expense. 

It is not seldom that servants serve 
40 or 50 years in one family, and often 
serve for two or three generaticns. 
Often when a daughter marries she 
takes with her her maid or nurse to 
her new home because they are insep- 
arable. 

When a servant reaches the marrying 
age: it is her mistress who looks around 
for a suitable husband, and, generally, 
the servant serves the family even aft- 
er the marriage. And when she leaves 
the family to marry she is still the 
friend of her old mistress, who, when- 
ever she needs competent and confiden- 
tial *help temporarily sends for her old 
servant. 

When a servant serves one family 30 
or 40 years she knows more about the 
family affairs and customs than any 
other people in the house, and when the 
cold master and mistress die or retire 
and their son and his wife become the 
head of the family she serves the young 
couple more as an adviser than a serv- 
ant. On every matter her opinion is 
asked, and nothing new is done in the 
house without her approval. 

Often young people look to their old, 
faithful nurses as they should to their 
mothers. And the position occupied by 
Japanese servants is never occupied by 
servants of any other country. They 
are advisers and supervisors of the 
family, with full power, respected and 
loved by all members of the family. 

The old servants of the family al- 
ways take prominent parts in the wed- 
dings of the sons and daughters they 
cared for since the. day of their birth. 
However far they may be away from 
the scene of the wedding they are sent 
for, especially, and the ceremony would 
rot be complete without their presence. 
“hey are among the chief guests of 
the occasion. 

The old servants are the first to be 


when they are able to come to the 
funeral they always come. When these 
old servants are poor and cannot afford 
the expense of coming to the wedding 





or the funeral of some one they loved 


fas their child the money is forwarded 
to them to cover expenses. 

Some servants do not marry, but stay 
with one family untfl they die. When 
these servants get old and cannot do 
any work they are cared for by the 
family. 

Some of the Japanese servants do 
not work for wages. Very often daugh- 
ters of well-to-do farmers or merchants 
serve in good families to learn and ac- 
quire refined manners and customs. 
And in some districts of the country 
it is necessary for young giris to shave 
such a training in a good family before 
they marry. 

There is no servant problem in Japan, 
because servants are not treated -as 
eervants. And once they are engaged 
they will not be discharged unless the 
financial condition of the family ne- 
cessitates it. There are many instances 
where the servants stay with their mas- 
ters and mistresses even after the mas- 
ters fail, and in poverty cannot pay 
their wages. 

The Japanese servants are loyal to the 
end, and the Japanese mistress and 
master are true and kind to their ser- 
vants.
